1 have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  1946. 
It  will  be  observed  from  the  Report  that  the  health  of  the 
town  remained  satisfactory,  and  that  there  were  no  epidemics. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  a rise  in  the  Birth  Rate  and  a 
fall  in  the  Death  Rate. 

In  November,  1946,  The  National  Health  Services  Act 
was  passed.  This  Act  will  bring  far  reaching  changes  in  the 
Health  Services,  but  these  must  be  considered  in  the  next 
Annual  Report  when  the  proposed  changes  will  have  had 
time  to  materialise. 

Owing  to  my  illness  this  Report  has  had  to  be  largely 
compiled  by  members  of  my  staff  and  I am  exceedingly  grate- 
ful to  them  for  the  extra  work  which  they  have  so  readily 
undertaken. 

I take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  members  of  the 
Public  Health  and  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committees 
for  their  courtesy  and  encouragement  and  in  particular  my 
Chairman  for  his  never  failing  readiness  to  help  at  all  times. 

I should  also  like  to  mention  my  gratitude  to  Dr.  J. 
Battersby,  the  M.O.H.  for  Heckmondwike  and  Mirfield,  who 
acted  for  me  during  December  1946,  and  who  continued  to 
do  so  until  my  return  to  work  in  the  following  year.

Hi)  (a)  LABORATORY  FACILITIES. — There  has  been  no 
change  in  the  existing  arrangements.  Facilities  are  provided 
at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  County  Hall,  Wakefield,  for 
the  examination  of  pathological  and  bacteriological  specimens.

(b)  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. — These  are  adequate 
for  the  requirements  of  the  district. 

The  Oakwell  J oint  Hospital  Board  provide  an  Ambulance 
for  the  transport  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  admitted  U 
their  hospital.  The  Dewsbury  Joint  Hospital  Board  provide 
an  ambulance  for  infectious  cases  admitted  to  that  Hospital 
from  the  Soothill  Ward. 

(c)  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. — The  Batley  Nursing 
Service  functions  in  three  wards  of  the  Borough.  The  Soot- 
hill Ward  is  served  by  the  Dewsbury  Nursing  Association  and 
the  Birstall  Ward  by  the  Birstall  Nursing  Association. 

HOME  HELPS. 

In  addition  to  the  arrangements  for  general  nursing  in 
the  homes  of  the  people,  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Committee  have  instituted  the  provision  of  Home  Helps 
where  a mother  is  temporarily  laid  aside  through  child-birth. 
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No.  of  persons  on  Corporation’s  register  at  end  of  year, 
9.  7 Patients  took  advantage  of  the  scheme. 

CHILD  MINDERS. 

During  the  year  no  application  was  received  from  persons 
desiring  to  become  registered  Child  Minders.  At  the  end  of 
the  year  three  women’s  names  were  on  the  register,  but  no 
child  was  being  nursed  under  the  scheme. 

WARTIME  NURSERIES. 

The  Batley  Corporation  decided  to  close  the  two  Batley 
Wartime  Nurseries  on  the  31st  March,  1946. 

DOMESTIC  HELPS. 

The  Council  decided  to  introduce  a Scheme  of  “ Domestic 
Helps  ” in  accordance  with  the  M/H  Circular  179/44  for  an 
experimental  period  of  six  months  as  from  1st  April,  1946. 

Owing  to  the  poor  response  to  the  Domestic  Help  Scheme 
the  Council  recommended  that  the  Scheme  be  abandoned,  and 
the  Ministry  of  Health  notified  accordingly.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

1.  (i)  WATER  SUPPLY. — Particulars  of  the  Batley  Water 

supply  have  been  given  in  previous  annual  reports.  The  chief 
source  is  from  the  town’s  own  reservoirs  situated  about 
eighteen  miles  away  in  the  Pennine  Hills.  This  water  is  ex- 
cellent in  every  respect,  both  for  domestic  and  trade  purposes. 
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(ii)  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE.  The  Borough  Surveyor, 
Mr.  T.  Mossop,  states  : — 

“Sewage  Disposal.  Work  confined  to  inaintenance  and 
repairs  only. 

Sewers.  The  work  of  laying  down  sewers  on  the  Carling- 
how  Lane  and  Halifax  Road  Housing  Estates  was  carried 
out  during  1946  and  work  was  commenced  on  the  sewers  for 
Part  11  of  the  Healey  Lane  Site.” 

2.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS.— The  West  Riding  of  York- 
shire Rivers  Board  is  the  authority  which  exercises  super- 
vision over  the  Batley  Beck.  It  is  polluted  by  dye  water, 
trade  waste,  etc.  During  heavy  rain  storms  it  occasionally 
overflows  its  banks,  causing  considerable  flooding  of  houses 
and  streets.  The  latter  has  engaged  the  attention  of  the 
Corporation  for  several  years.

(iv)  SHOPS  and  OFFICES. 

No  action  was  taken  during  the  year  under  review. 
Apart  from  small  premises  the  number  of  retail  shops,  as 
compared  with  the  size  and  population  of  the  Borough,  is 
below  the  average,  due,  no  doubt,  to  the  fact  that  the  shopping 
centres  of  the  larger  neighbouring  towns  are  readily  avail- 
able to  the  public  of  Batley.  A very  large  majority  of  the 
retail  shops  in  Batley  employ,  if  any,  not  more  than  one  or 
two  assistants. 


During  1946  no  sites  in  the  Borough  were  used  for  camp- 
ing purposes  within  the  meaning  of  Section  269  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936.  There  were,  however,  several  isolated 
moveable  dwellings,  and  an  exempted  encampment  in  con- 
nection with  a travelling  fair,  which  were  kept  under  ob- 
servation. 

(vi)  SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

The  general  position  in  relation  to  smoke  abatement  was 
stated  at  length  in  the  Annual  Reports  for  1928  to  1934  ; and 
also  on  pages  44  to  46  of  the  Annual  Report  for  1936. 

Comments  were  also  made  on  pages  22  and  23  of  the 
Annual  Report  for  1944,  and  these  equally  apply  at  the 
present  time. 


(v)  CAMPING  SITES. 
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(vii)  SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

There  is  one  public  baths  in  the  Borough,  but  no  pri- 
vately owned  swimming  baths  or  pools  open  to  the  public. 
Full  particulars  of  the  public  baths  were  given  on  page  53  of 
the  Annual  Report  for  1937. 

The  number  of  bathers  during  194b  was  75,310,  of  which 
55,048  were  the  general  public,  252  troops,  and  20,010 
scholars. 

Action  taken  to  secure  the  satisfactory  condition  of  the 
water  in  the  swimming  baths  : — 

During  September  four  samples  of  water  were  taken  and 
submitted  to  the  County  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  and 
chemical  examinations.  These  consisted  of  two  inlet  samples 
and  two  outlet  samples. 

The  following  is  a summary  of  the  results  of  the 
examinations  : — 

(a)  Bacteriological  Examinations  : « 

All  the  samples  were  satisfactory  in  that  Presumptive  B. 
Coli  was  in  each  case — None  in  100  Ml.  of  water. 

(b)  Chemical  Examinations  : 

(i)  pH.  Value  : — As  compared  with  the  Min.  of  Health 
Standard  of  pH.  7.6-8,  the  value  of  all  the  samples 
was  pH.  6.5. 

(ii)  Free  Chlorine  : As  compared  with  the  Min.  of 
Health  Standard  of  0.2  - 0.5  parts  of  free  chlorine  in 
one  million  parts  of  water,  the  samples  contained  0.6 
and  0.8  parts  per  million  for  the  1st  and  2nd  Class 
Baths  respectively. 

Considered  as  a whole  the  foregoing  results  were  satis- 
factory. 

(viii)  Eradication  of  bed  bugs. 

The  number  of  council  houses  found  to  be  infested  was 
7 and  other  houses  45. 

2 privately  owned  houses  were  disinfested  with  H.C.N. 
by  a specialist  firm,  and  1 council  house  and  7 privately  owned 
houses  were  disinfested  by  contact  insecticide.  The  remain- 
ing houses  were  dealt  with  by  notices  served  upon  tenants 
by  whom  means  of  cleansing  were  carried  out,  but  of  vary- 
ing degrees  of  efficiency. 
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4.  SCHOOLS. 

There  have  been  no  special  reports  upon  the  sanitary  con- 
ditions and  water  supply  of  schools  during  the  year— all  the 
schools  being  supplied  with  water  from  the  Corporation 
mams.  Action  taken  in  respect  of  infectious  diseases  amongst 
school  children  has  been  on  the  lines  of  the  Memo  on  Closure 
of,  and  Exclusion  from,  School,  1927.

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General  Remarks. 

Although  the  new  houses  made  available  during  the  year 
were  not  sufficiently  numerous  to  make  any  great  impression 
upon  the  demand,  they  yet  relieved  a number  of  the  most  ur- 
gent cases  and,  to  that  extent,  were  very  useful  indeed. 

As  regards  existing  houses,  the  majority  suffered  serious- 
ly from  inattention  to  repairs  occasioned  by  the  war  in  the 
first  instance,  and  latterly  by  the  shortage  of  labour  and 
materials. 

Arrears  both  in  new  building  and  the  maintenance  of 
existing  houses  have,  of  course,  been  too  serious  for  them  to 
be  overtaken  in  a few  years,  but  one  feels  the  worst  is  over 
and  that  the  beginnings  already  made  promise  greater  pro- 
gress as  the  general  situation  improves. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD, 
by  Mr.  Hornby. 

(a)  MILK  SUPPLY.— The  action  taken  with  regard  to 
milk  was  as  follows  : — 

(1)  Inspection  of  farms  and  dairies  pursuant  to  the 
provision  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926. 

(2)  The  taking  of  samples  of  milk  for  bacteriological 
examination. 

(3)  The  issue  of  licences  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1936. 

(1)  Inspection  of  farms  and  dairies  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926. 

The  number  of  dairy  farms  in  the  Borough  at  the  end  of 
the  year  under  review  was  26. 

The  total  number  of  inspections  of  cowsheds  was  45, 
and  improvements  were  carried  out  in  one  instance.  As  re- 
gards dairies  and  milk-shops,  63  inspections  were  made  and 
improvements  carried  out  in  one  instance. 

(2)  The  taking  of  samples  of  milk  for  bacteriological 
examination. 

The  total  number  of  samples  examined  for  the  department 
at  County  Laboratory,  Wakefield,  was  73,  of  which  54  were 
taken  by  the  Corporation’s  Sanitary  Inspectors,  and  19  by 
other  Officers.  The  results  of  the  examinations  were  as 
follows  : — 
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T.T.  Milk  ; 3 samples  were  examined  and  satisfied  the 
methylene  blue  test. 

Accredited  Milk  : Of  8 samples  examined,  7 satisfied  the 
methylene  blue  test,  and  1 did  not  satisfy  the  test. 

Pasteurised  Milk  ; Of  36  samples  examined,  30  satisfied 
both  methylene  blue  and  phosphatase  tests.  Of  the  re- 
maining 6 samples  3 whilst  satisfying  the  methylene  blue 
test  did  not  satisfy  the  phosphatase  test,  and  3 whilst 
satisfying  the  phosphatase  test,  did  not  satisfy  the 
methylene  blue  test. 

Ordinary  (ungraded)  Milk  : Of  26  samples  examined 
17  satisfied  the  methylene  blue  test  and  9 did  not  satisfy 
the  test. 

General  Remarks  : Summarising  the  foregoing  results 

22%  of  all  samples  examined  by  the  various  recognised  tests 
were  unsatisfactory,  as  against  28%  for  the  previous  year. 
Though  some  slight  improvement  has  taken  place  the  results 
indicate  a continued  need  for  the  bacteriological  control  of 
the  public  milk  supply.

During  1946,  30  visits  w^cre  made  to  slaughterhouses  ; 26 
visits  to  meat  shops  ; 28  visits  to  the  market  ; and  93  visits 
to  provision  and  other  food  stores. 

The  total  number  of  carcases  and  their  organs  examined 
in  local  slaughterhouses  w^as  86  all  being  cottagers’  pigs 
slaughtered  on  licences  granted  by  the  Food  Executive  Officer. 

Over  1 ton  7 cwts.  of  diseased,  unsound  or  un^vholesome 
meat  and  other  foods  were  condemned  as  unfit  for  human 
food. 

Following  the  institution  early  in  1940  of  the  existing 
system  of  centralised  slaughtering,  all  slaughtering  ceased  in 
local  private  slaughter  houses,  except  for  an  occasional 
cottager’s  pig  slaughtered  on  licence  granted  by  the  Food 
Executive  Officer.

(c)  ADULTERATION,  ETC. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  (ADULTERATION)  ACT,  1928. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  and  Public  Health  (Preservatives, 
etc.,  in  Food)  Regulations,  1925  to  1927. 

(This  section  is  by  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector — 

Mr.  H.  Hornby). 

During  the  year  under  review,  102  samples  of  milk  and 
miscellaneous  foods  and  drugs,  as  detailed  in  the  appended 
Table  I,  were  purchased  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst, 
who  certified  96  samples  to  be  genuine,  4 adulterated,  1 doubt- 
ful, and  1 unsatisfactory.  This  gives  an  adulteration  figure  of 
5.88%  as  compared  with  9.24%  for  the  previous  year. 

Particulars  of  any  administrative  action  taken  in  respect 
of  samples  adulterated  are  given  in  Table  II. 

A further  comparison  shows  that  of  the  79  milk  samples 
analysed  3 were  adulterated,  which  gives  an  adulteration 
figure  for  milk  of  3.80%  as  compared  with  9.30%  for  the  pre- 
vious year. 

On  reference  to  Table  III,  which  gives  the  average  com- 
position of  milk  samples,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  average  fat 
content  was  3.65%  as  compared  with  3.72%  for  the  previous 
year.
